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A "Mongolian Youths Alliance” was formed in Ostober 1946, following the adjourn- 
ment of the National Assembly at Nanking, by Inner HNongolinn Representatives to 
the Assembly who were despondent because of the rejoction of their proposals for 
autonomy. They agreed that the Alliance should remuin underground until it gained 
sufficient strength to come into theopen as a political party. The person who 


was most active in the establishment of the group in Nanking was Ergungs 
who ig atill in Nanking as a member of the Mongolia-Tibet Jouncil.

There are now branches in Communist~-controlled Inner Morj:olia and branches are 
being s:t up in China proper in cities such as Peiping, liukden and Changchun. All 
meetings are held in secrecy. An Allience Council meeting has not yet been held. 


Some of the more significant aspsots of the Alliance ar set forth in its constitutio) 

can be summarized as follows; ‘ 

ao Purposes: To unite all Mongols in order to gain freedom end equality with other 
races in the world. 

be Governing bodies: (1) Alliance Conference (Genera. Assenbly) to mest once a 
year or when called for emergency meetings by the jeners| Affairs Council. 
(2) General Affairs Council (Bxeoutive Committes ) composad of seven to nine 
persons elected yearly. Under this Council are various committees to handle 
‘the work of the Alliance, such as the “Inveatigation Group,” the “Propaganda 
Group" and the "Planning Group." 

co Membership; Any Mongol who agrees to abide by the aims: of the Alliance and 
work for them, and is guaranteed by two members of the Alliance, is eligible 
for membership. The General Affsirs Council passes o1 the recommendations 
for membership made by the members. ‘ 
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
